The Klinjr's abdication was abso- 


nte ending the monarchy In Spain 
and dissipating the last Bourbon 
dynasty IP. Europe. 


The royal family who have been 


prepared for a saddened departure 
since yesterday will leave Madrid 
tins evening apparently for Portu- 
gal. 


MADRID, Apr. 14—Rifles crack- 


ed m Madrid streets today as tu- 
multuous crowds prematurely c^l- 
cbrated ths rumored flight of Kin^ 
Alfonso XIII, whose dynasty was 
believed near collapse as a rising 
tide of Republicanism jeopardized 
one of the few remaining absoluie 
monarchies in Europe.

MEDINA, O., April 14.—Setting 


fire to his wife and her son after 
saturating them with gasoline, and 
fatally stabbing a boarder at his 
home with a butcher knife, Ellis 
McGregor, 65, stone mason, of near 
West Salem, Medina-co, ended his 
brutal orgy today by hanging hini- 
sel, according to county authori- 
ties. 


Ihe woman, Mrs. Alice McGre- 


gor, 50, and Harold Riddle, 25, her 
son by a former marriage, suffer- 
ing from severe Tsuihs* were taken 
to a hospital at Lodi, O., where 
attaches reported their condition 
as critical. 


Clayton McAffee 50, boarder at 


the McGregor home, was killed in- 
stantly when he was stabbed by 
the man, who weilded the butcher 
knife in murderous fury, after at- 
tempting to burn his wife and step- 
son to death. 


After inflicting the fatal wounds 


in the body of the boarder, the man 
then hanged himself in a shed at 
the rear of the home with a log 
chain, according to Medina-co 
Sheriff L. E. Buffington. 


The sheriff arrived at'the scene 


of the crime when the house was 
in flames. Mrs. McGregor, who 
was in the flaming residence, was 
rescued by the sheriff and his de- 
puties.

WASHINGTON, April 14.-Emcr-

Red Cross assembled here amid 


the sunshine and cherry blossoms 
today and received the praise of 
their chief and president of the 
United States. 


"During the past year this great 


mutual Institution of the 
wtnle 


people has been put again to sr- 
vere tests," President Hoover sii'.l, 
"not only as to its practical ability 
to meet national disaster, but a 
test involving its whole moral and 
spiritual purpose. You have, under 
most difficult handicaps, again de- 
monstrated that it can meet and 
relieve human suffering in any na- 
tional disaster." 


He referred indirectly to 
the 


controversy with Congress regad- 
ing the attempt to force a govern- 
ment appropriation for drought re- 
lief work, and he put the date of 
the beginning , of the Red Cross 
work as far back as last August. 


"It was that far sighted action 


an,d that early action which enab- 
led the saving of this multitude of 
people from inifinite suffering. Un- 
fortunately, men less familiar with 
the resources and the ability and 
the courage of the American oeo 
pie in mutual action under their 
own Red Cross, men no doubt gen- 
uinely concerned over the growing 
seriousness o f t h e 
situation, 


were skeptical of your abilities and 
the forces which give it strength, 
and were insistent that the Red 
Cross should'abandon its voluntary 
character, should abandon its in- 
dependence and its foundations n 
service which are part of the spiri- 
tual life of our country, and be- 
come in effect a government bu- 
reau through federal 
appropria- 


tions as the source of its funds.'1 


He said the critics ha.d failed to 


take into account the fact that th'; 
Red Cross represents "a vital 


precious force in our people - - - 
their ability and strength in vol- 
untary action and their sense r,f 
service and of moral responsibili- 
ty." 


Mr. HOdver declared the 
Red 


Cross sprang from the people and 
part of their spiritual expression. 


"It was a momentous decision 


which confronted you, to 
refuse 


the easy course that was proposed 
(a congressional appropriations (f 
$25,000,000), and it has been due to 
you, to your courage, your resolu- 
tion, and devotion, that it has been 
possible even in time of extreme 
•economic difficulty. 


To prove your strength and abil- 


ity to meet national emergencies, 
by finding from your members the 
financial resources on the one hand 
and the ability and sense of uir- 
vice for distribution on the oth^r. 


"If your officers had yielded on 


this occasion the Red Cross would 
have been rencerec impotent in the 
face of every future national emer- 
gency, for it would have been in- 
evitable to turn to the government 
and the taxpayer; it would nave 
meant the destruction of the spirit 
of the Red Cross and it would have 
been the destruction of something 
even greater than voluntary ser- 
vice - - it would have injured tli? 
spiritual responses of the American 
people. It would have been a step 
on the pathway of government 
doles."
